There  will  be  five  Eclipses  this  year,  three  of  the  Sun,  and  two  of 
the  Moony  in  the  following  order,  viz  :— 

I.  The  first  will  be  qt  the  Moon,  May  21st  day,  lOh.  32m«  in  the 
morning,  consequently  invisible. 

II.  The  second  will  be  of  the  Sun,  June  5th  day,  Hi.  10m.  in  the 
afternoon,  but  invisible  to  us  on  account  of  the  moon's  great  southern 
latitude — Moon  latitude  lu5'  5. 

III.  The  third  will  be  likewise  of  the  Sun,  October  30th  day,  8h. 
38m.  in  the  evening,  and  of  course  invisible  —  -Moon  iat.  lv  30  r  S.  • 

IY.  The  fourth  will  be  of  the  Moon,  November  14th  day.  ]  Ih.*25m. 
in  the  morning,  invisible. 

V.  The  fifth  and  iasr  will  be  of  the  Sun,  November  29th  day,  6h. 
53m.  in  the  morning,  of  consequence  invisible  to  us,  but  visible  and 
total  in  Europe,  and  at  Greenwich,  in  England*  the  sun  will  be  more 
than  6£  digits  eclipsed.

Farmer  Fudge  may  turn  up  bis 
lose,  if  he  pleases,  and  think  he 
aeeds  no  teaching  in  this  mat- 
er. 1  shall  take  the  liberty  to  give 
my  opinion  about  a  cow  housed  hough 
to  be  sure  it  is  rather  late  in  the 
season. 

The  floor  should  be  tight  and  de- 
scending a  little  baci  wards,  that  the 
stale  or  urine  may  not.  be  lost.  Let 
t  he  conveyed  to  the  cellar,  if  you 
lave  one,  cr  to  the  sides  of  the  dung 
neap.  The  slovenly  and  negligent 
farmer  may  think  this  is  being  too 
nice  and  exact;  but  I  assure  you 
that  the  urine  of  cattle  is  most  valu- 
able, containing  abundance  of  rich 
salts,  oils,  &c,  The  floor  over  the 
cattle  should  be  so  tight  as  to  pre- 
vent the  falling  of  dust,  chaff,  &c. 
and  so  high  that  a  man  need  not 
stand  in  fear  of  having  his  head 
broken  by  it.  Many  of  our  old  fash- 
ioned cow  stalls  or  stables  are  none 
too  high  for  a  pigsty  5  and  a  man, 
when  he  would  enter  one  must  squat 
hke  a  goose  to  save  his  brains.  Let 
it  be  of  good  width  also  that  the 
dung  may  be  shovelled  back  and  not 
discommode  the  milkmaid.  Let  the 
door  have  a  good  fastening  and  the 
windows  good  shutters  to  keep  out 
the  cold  and  storm.

A  necessary  planted  in  a  garden 
or  other  conspicuous  place,  as  the 
fashion  of  some  is,  indicates  a  want 
of  taste,  decency  and  propriety  ;  but 
vben  1  see  one  of  these  buildings  set 
up  within  the  territory  of  a  hog  yard, 
that  the  swine  may  root  and  rumi- 
nate and  devour  the  nastiness  there- 
of, O,  father  Abraham  !  deliver  me 
from  that  man's  pork  and  parsnips. 
Ye  devotees  to  the  filthy  goddess, 
Cloacina,  I  want  none  of  your  sau- 
sages, your  ham  nor  your  nutcakes. 

A.  good  hogsty  is  a  thing  of  more 
importance  than  many  think  for.  A 
part  of  it  should  be  close  and  warm 
with  a  tight  roof  over  it.  The  other 
part  where  the  trough  is  placed 
should  be  open.  Swine  should  not 
be  wholly  secluded  from  the  weatb 
er  and  sunshine,  and  they  will  be 
injured  by  having  cold  and  wet 
lodging.  A  large  part  of  it  should 
have  no  wooden  floor.  Some  think 
that  any  sort  of  a  pen  cobbled  up 
with  a  board  or  two  laid  over  will 
do  well  enough  to  fat  hogs  in.  This 
is  a  gross  errour.  The  more  com- 
fortably your  hogs  are  kept  tie  less 
nourishment  they  will  require— -I 
sike  not  io  see  too  much  tail  to  a 
hog.

Fil*  the  trench  half  full  of 
i?ood  dung ;  sprinkle  over  the  rich 
earth  making  it  level,  and  then  place 
the  roots  upon  it  8  or  9  inches  apart.

TAe  Dairy. 

One  day  last  June  I  visited  the 
dairy  room  of  my  cousin  Susan.  It 
was  a  part  of  the  cellar  of  the  dwel- 
ling house,  and  a  neater  place  mor- 
tal roan  never  set  eyes  on.  It  was 
well  ceiled  with  plaister  to  prevent 
the  dirt's  descending.  The  top  and 
sides  wqre white-washed?  to  increase 
the  iight,  and  not  a  hole  or  chink 
could  be  seen  tor  insects  to  harbor 
in.  The  floor  was  of  stones,  and 
she  told  me  that  she  often  washed  it 
in  summer  with  the  coldest  water, 
to  keep  the  air  cool  and  sweet  as  i 
possible.  On  the  northern  side  I 
were  two  windows,  and  on  the  west- 1 
ern.  one,  which  could  be  opened 
and  shut  at  pleasure.  In  a  cottier 
was  a  little  stove,  where  she  some- 
times in  winter  burned  a  tew  coals 
to  keep  the  room  of  an  equal  cool- 
ness. So  her  milk  never  grows 
sour  in  hot  weather,  and  never 
freezes  in  cold  ?  of  course  there  is 
no  obstruction  to  the  rising-  of  ail 
the  cream.  She  has  a  tittle  ther- 
mometer in  the  room,  and  endeav- 
ours to  keep  the  air  at  about  50  or 
55  degrees.  The  moment  a  spider 
spins  hi?  web  there,  it  is  death.

Listen  now  to  what  (he  farmer  of  \ 
Marlborough  said  in    1798  on  this 
rabject.     **  The  last  year,"  said  he, 
"three  cows  in  this  town  produced 
278    pounds    of   butter.      If   their 

Ives  had  been  taken  from  them  at 
a  week  old,  they  would 'have  made 
4-51  pounds  of  butter.  These  three 
cows  were  a  more  productive  dairy 
than  six  usually  are*  with  ordinary 
feed.  Farmers  egregloosly  mistake 
when  they  overstock  their  farms, 
Were  dairies  estimated  by  the  ojlHs 
of  milk  they  produce,  install  of  the 
number  of  cows,  many  farmers' 
wives,  W^rad  of  asking  their  hus- 
bands to  buy  another  cow,  would 
urge  them  to  sell  two  to  enrich 
their  dairies."  Thus  he,  and  much 
truth  and  good  sense  there  is  in  his 
remarks. 

No  animals  that  we  keep  are 
nore  profitable  than  cows.  Farm- 
ers acknowledge  this,  yet  f§w  prac- 
tice according  to  their  belief.  Some 
will  keep  seven  or  eight  poor,  rmse 
rable  things,  which  will  not  average 
more  milk  or  butter  than  two  good 
ones,  and  yet  how  far  mor^  expen- 
sive is  their  keeping !

Old  Orthard. 

Take  the  whites  of  six  eggs  with  a 
handful  of  fine  beach  sand,  washed 
clean  ;  stir  them  well  together ;  then 
boil  a  quart  of  molasses  down  to  a 
candy,  and  cool  it  by  pouring  in  ci- 
der, and  put  this  together  with  the 
eggs  and  sand  into  a  barrel  of  cider 
and  mix  the  whole  together.  It  will 
keep  for  many  years,  and  be  good 
enough  for  kings,  emperors  and 
presidents. 

There  is  another  kind  of  cider 
which  some  seem  to  prefer,  and  is 
made  in  the  following  manner,  viz. 
Let  your  apples  lie  till  they  are 
thoroughly  rotten ;  then  take  some 
warm  day  and  grind  them  up  and 
mmediately  press  out  the  juice,  and 
put  it  up  into  barrels  containing 
fly  blows,  rats  dung  and  maggots. 
Throw  in  a  few  handfuls  of  birdlime 
and  olri  tobacco  cuds,  and  to  each 
barrel  five  pailfuls  of  duck  water. 
Bung  it  up  with  an  old  stocking,  and 
it  will  be  fit  for  use  from  the  cask  or 
for  bottling  at  any  time.  This  liquor 
is  preferred  by  some  people  to  that 
made  in  any  other  manner.  Its  deli- 
cate flavour  is  equal  to  the  effluvia 
of  a  jakes ;  and  the  effervescence  has 
sometimes  been  so  powerful  as  to 
overturn  a  cart !

FATTING  SWINE. 

The  feeding  of  swine  in  the  time  of  fatting  is  known  to  be  very  ex- 
pensive, even  to  those  who  raibe  much  grain,  but  especially  to  those 
that  have  it  to  buy,  allow  their  hogs  less  time  than  usual  to  complete 
their  feeding  for  slaughter.  This  case  was  mine  ;  tor  I  only  allowed 
a  middling  sized  hog,  pretty  full  in  flesh,  six  weeks;  the  first  and 
second  of  which  he  eat  me  a  bushel  and  an  half  of  meal.  J  perceived 
him  to  be  very  little  better  for  feeding  ;  which  was  owing,  as  1  after- 
wards found,  to  his  drinking  but  a  very  small  quantity  of  liquid.  As 
he  had  now  only  four  weeks  to  live,  I  was  afraid  he  would  not  be  fit 
for  the  knife  at  the  end  of  that  time,  unless  1  could  contrive  some 
expedient  to  make  him  more  thrifty ;  1  therefore  was  resolved  to  try 
the  effects  of  a  little  common  salt  mixed  with  his  meal.  1  did  so  ;  it 
answered  the  end;  he  became  prodigiously  thrifty;  and  grew  in  fat 
surprisingly. 

1  had  him  killed  at  the  time  proposed,  and  the  butcher  was  sur- 
prised at  the  possibility  of  his  being  so  fat,  in  so  short  a  time,  .  I  am 
therefore  determined  always  to  mix  a  little  salt  with  the  food  of  my 
hogs  tor  the  future  ;  being  well  assured,  that  it  will  save  both  time 
and  expense  ;  and  I  dare  say,  those  who  make  use  of  the  same  ex- 
pedient, will  have  no  just  reason  to  complaki.  An  Old  Newp* 

SMUT  IN  WHEAT. 
We  find  the  following  curious  discovery  concerning  smutty  Wheat, 
I  in  an  old  paper,  made  by  Baron  Munchausen  of  Hanover. 

He  having  made  some  curious  discoveries  in  the  nature  of  smut  in 
!  wheat,  which  he  communicated  to  Dr.  Linnaus  of  Upsal  in  Sweden, 
that  celebrated  professor  has  informed  me,  that  he  had  tried  some  of 
these  extraordinary  experiments  with  success,  and  therefore,  in  order  to 
|  recommend  them  to  a  public  trial,  and  to  excite  the  curiosity  of  natural 
|  philosophers.    I   shail  give  the  meaning,  a  tl  apprehend  it,  of  the 
\  Barons  letter  to  Dr.  Linnaus,  hoping  that  many  experiments  will  be 
|  made  to  form  a  proper  inquiry  into  this  new  and  most  curious  object. 
44  Smut,  called  in  Latin  ustilagot  frequently  blights  afield  of  grain  to 
I  so  great  a  degree,  that  often  a  third  or  fourth  part  of  it  is  infected 
1  withi  t  in  such  a  manner  that  all  the  grain  or  seed,  instead  of  being 
filled  with  a  white  flour,  is  full  of  a  black  powder.     I  have  made  a 
.  strict  examination  into  the  nature  of  this  black  powder  with  a  micro- 
scope, and,  alter  above  an  hundred  experiments,  I  find  it  consists  of 
j  small  transparent  globules,  with  black  specks  in  the  middle  of  each. 
'  I  find  that  the  globules  are  the  eggs  of  extreme  minute  insects,  or 
rather  little  vermin  ;  from  these  eggs  when  they  are  placed  in  water 
of  a  certain  degree  of  warmth,  there  proceeds,  or  is  excluded,  an  ani- 
|  malcule  of  an  egg  snape  form ;  this  animalcule  opens  itself  at  one 
end  and  leaves  a  great  many  eggs  behind  it.  When  the  whe„at is  thrash- 
ed, many  of  these  infected  or  smutty  grains  are  bruised,  so  that  these 
minute  eggs  stick  to  the  tops  of  the  sound  grains,  which  are  sown  or 
committed  to  the  earth  in  this  state ;  the  animalcules  then  that  come 
from  the  infected  grain  soon  insinuate  themselves  into  the  eye  or  ger- 
men  of  the  sound  grains,  and  grow  up  with  the  stem  or  blade  of  the 
grain,  consuming  at  length  the  farinaceous  or  mealy  part  of  the  grain, 
while  it  is  yet  moist,  and  leaving  behind  them  their  egg-s  instead  of  it. 
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lf  f  be  best  way  therefore  to  prevent  this  distemper  is  not  to  sow 
wheat  infected  with  these  eggs,  for  when  there  are  no  eggs,  there  will 
be  no  animalcules  to  be  multiplied.*  But  it'  no  clean  wheat  is  to  be 
got,  aiese  eggs  &at  already  infest  it  may  be  destroyed,  or  rendered 
unfit  for  propagation,  it'  soot  or  dust  of  this  kind  is  discovered* 
winch  has  lasted  a  year,  and  the  globules  are  found  to  be  dried,  there 
is  but  little  fear  of  their  being1  propagated,  nor  any  occasion  for  any 
Other  remedy,  provided  the  wheat  has  been  properly  dried  and  kepi 
from  moisture,  But  if  new  wheat  is  to  be  sown,  nothing  is  so  de- 
structive to  these  animalcules,  as  sea  salt  dissolved  in  water;  for  by 
this  means  they  will  soon  burst  asunder  ;  therefore  let  your  grain  be 
moistened  with  a  lye,  prepared  with  sea  salt  and  quick  lime.  By  this 
method  1  have  never  discovered  for  these  twenty  years  past  any  smut 
in  my  wheat,  when  my  neighbours  have  lost  sometimes  a  third  of 
their  crop.  Nothing  has  been  found  among  the  best  economists  in 
husbandry  better  than  this  very  simple  remedy. 

u  i  must  now  observe  that  it  has  beenjately  hinted  by  some  learned 
physicians,  both  at  |home  and  abroad,  that  many  dangerous  disorders 
have  arisen  from  eating  blighted  or  infected  grain,  so  that  a  more 
particular  inquiry  into  this  interesting  subject  may  be  found  to  be  not 
only  very  curious,  but  very  useful,  and  of  great  consequence  to  the 
public,  especially  to  the  poor  and  industrious  part  of  the  community." 


PREVENTING  DOGS  KILLING  SHEEP. 

If  an  inveterate  antipathy  to  the  sight  of  a  sheep  can  be  produced  in  a 
dog,  our  harmless  flocks  would  certainly  beat  all  times  safe  from  their 
depredations.  This  aversion  can  certainly  be  produced  in  the  following 
manner.  When  the  dog  is  about  six  or  eight  months  okl,  tie  him  to 
one  of  the  strongest  sheep  in  the  flock,  leaving  a  space  of  about  £ve 
or  six  feet  between  them ;  when  let  loose,  the  sheep  will  run  and  drag 
and  choke  the  dog  until  his  strength  is  exhausted;  it  will  then  turn 
upon  him  and  butt  him  severely.  Take  care  to  have  the  dog  well 
flogged  with  a  switch  while  the  sheep  is  dragging  him.  If  be  is  a 
dog  of  high  temper  and  spirit,  and  is  not  sufficiently  humbled  by  the 
ftrst  lesson,  give  him  a  second,  tied  to  a  fresh  sheep.  It  sometimes 
happens  that  he  will  snap  at  his  antagonist ;  this  may  be  remedied  by 
muzzling  him,  or  tying  a  string  ©ver  or  round  his  mouth  above  his 
long  teeth.  Take  ca<e  to  have  the  whole  flock  of  sheep  in  a  small 
enclosure  with  the  coupled  one  and  the  dog ;  it  often  happens  that 
several  in  the  flock  will  join  in  inflicting  heavy  blows  upon  him.  By 
this  time  the  dog  has  taken  such  an  aversion  to  the  company  and 
presence  of  sheep  that  he  never  forgets  or  outgrows  it. 

,  The  above  remedy  I  have  never  known  to  fail  in  a  single  instance, 
and  am  encouraged  to  recommend  it  by  long  experience,  having  raised 
dogs  of  different  descriptions ;  hounds.,  spaniels,  cur$3  and  pointers 
at  different  times;  all  of  which,  without  a  single  exception,  that  I 
now  recollect,  have  undergone  the  above  discipline,  and  not  one  in- 
stance has  occurred  when  there  was  the  smallest  disposition  shown 
tor  mischief.  I  at  this  time  have  a  very  sprightly  high-spirited  poin- 
ter, as  much  so  as  can  be,  which  when  he  unluckily  falls  in  with 
sheep,  while  hunting  nthe  field,  always  cowes,  and  sneaks  off  another 
way.  American  Fanner. 


HEADING  DOWN  DECAYED  FRUIT  TftEES. 
Heading  down,  is  a  term  we  believe  but  little  understood  by  country 
farmers  in  general ;  although,  we"  find  it  practised  in  all  the  ancient 
towns  near  the  seaboard  with  wonderful  success.     We  shall  describe 
the  process  as  given  by  Mr.  Forsyth,   an  eminent  English  gardener,  j 
(from  the  American  Orchardist.)  Editor. 

Mr.  Forsyth  observes,  that  when  the  tops  of  the  branches  of  apple 
trees  begin  to  die*  from  old  age  or  other  causes,  they  ought  bnmedi- ; 
ately  to  be  regenerated  by  giving  them  a  new  top.     This  is  done  by 
cutting  off  a  few  feet  of  their  extremities  over  the  whole  tree,  so  as  to 
leave  it  in  a  proper  form;  (this  is  called  heading  down.)     If  the 
tnsuik,  the  body,  is  yet  tolerably  sound,  the  new  branches  will  grow 
thriftily,  and  bear  luxuriantly  ;  and  if  you  wish  to  vary  your  fruit,  the 
sprouts,  after  one  year's  growth,  and  most  frequently  the  same  year, 
will  be  fit  for  inoculating,  which  succeeds  equally  well  in  the  old  as  j 
in  the  young  trees.     In  heading  down  old  decayed  apple  trees  for  the 
sake  of  symmetry,  it  wili  be  necessary  to  cut  at  the  forked  branches  as  j 
near  as  can  be  to  the  upper  side  of  the  fork,  cutting  them  in  a  sloping  j 
manner  to  carry  off  the  wet,  and  at  the  same  time  rounding  the  i 
edges;  and  if  any   of  the  branches  should  have  the  canker,  ail  the  j  j 
infected  parts  must  be  cut  away.     The  composition  (see  below)  must 
be  immediately  applied  to  prevent  the  sun  and  air  from  injuring  the 
naked  inner  bark.     This  operation  should  be  performed  in  April  or 
May,  and,  in  the  course  of  the  summer,  long  thrifty  shoots   will  be 
thrown  out ;   these  should  not  be  shortened  the  first  year,  but  in  the  I 
following  spring  they  may  be  cut  to  six  or  eight  inches  long,  accor- 
ding  to  their  strength.     In  the  next  spring,  after  the  first  branches  j 
are  headed,  the  remaining  old  branches    may  be  cut  out,  and  these  I 
will  soon  fill  the  head  of  the  tree  with  fine  bearing  wood.     In  three  j 
years,  if  properly  managed,  trees  so  headed  will  produce  more  and  liner 
fruit  than  a  maiden  tree  that  has  been  planted  upwards   of  twenty 
years.    The  method  above  detailed  should  be  adopted  with  some  cau- 
tion, for  it  has  been  found,  that  trees  wili  not  survive  the  loss  of  all 
their  branches,  if  lopped  off  in  one  season  ;  it  is  preferable,  therefore, 
to  cut  and  graft  them  partially  every  season  until  the  whole  is  accom- 
plished. 

.Directions  for  making  a  Composition  for  curing  defects  and  in  juries  in 
all  kinds  of  Fruit  Trees  by  William  Forsyth. 
Take  one  peck  of  fresh  cow-dung,  half  a  peck  of  lime  rubbish  of  old 
i  buildings,  (that  from  the  ceiling  of  rooms  is  preferable)  half  a  peck  of 
wsod-ashes,  and  a  sixteenth  part  of  a  peck  of  pit  or  river  sand  :  the 
three  last  articles  are  to  be  sifted  fine  before  they  are  mixed  ;  then 
[work  them  well  together  with  a  spade,  and  afterwards  with  a  wooden 
I  beater  until  the  stuff  is  very  smooth,  like  fine  plaster  used  for  the  celling 
of  rooms, — The  composition  being  thus  made,  care  must  be  taken  to 
prepare  the  iree  properly  for  its  application,  by  cutting  away  all  the 
dead,  decayed,  and  injured  parts,  till  you  come  to  the  fresh  sound 
wood,  leaving  the  surface  of  the  wood  very  smooth,  and  rounding  off 
the  edges  of  the  bark,  with  a  draw-knite,  or  other  instrument,  perfect- 
ly smooth,  which  must  be  particularly  attended  to ;  then  lay  on  the 
plaster  about  one  eighth  of  an  inch  thick  ail  over  the  part  where  the 
wood  or  bark  has  been  so  cut  away,  finishing  off  the  edges  as  thin  a* 
possible;  then  take  a  quantity  of  dry  wood  ashes,  mixed  with  a  sixth 
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pari  of  the  sime  quantity  of  the  ashes  of  burnt  bones  j  put  it  into  a 
tin  box  with  holes  in  the  top,  and  shake  the  powder  on  the  surface  ol 
the  plaster  till  the  whole  is  covered  over  with  it,  letting  it  remain  for 
half  an  hour  to  absorb  the  moisture,  then  apply  more  powder,  rubbing 
it  on  gently  with  the  hand,  and  repeating  the  application  of  the  powder 
till  the  whole  piaster  becomes  a  dry  and  smooth  surface.

The  gathering  and  preserving  garden  seeds,  with  a  list  of  the  number 
of  years  they  will  vegetate,  or  be  good  for  sowing. — From  W.  Cob-

"They  should  stand  till*  perfectly  ripe,  if  possible,  and  be  cut,  or 

pulled  when  dry,  and  as  dry  as  can  be  before  they  are  thi  ashed  or 

shelled  out ;  and  when  quite  dry,  put  in  bags,  and  hung  up  in  some 

room,   where  there  is  occasionally  at  least,  a  fire  kept  in  winter.-— 

Thus  preserved  from  open  air  and  from  damp,  the  seeds  will  vegetate  j 

as  in  the  following  list."
